Although the department did not 
announce the seller, a spokesman said 
he understood it was Louis Dreyfus 
Corp. of New York. 
About 4 .3 million tons of grain was 
sold the Soviets last week by three 
other firms: Continental Grain Co. of 
New York, Cargill Inc. of Minneapolis 
and Cook Industries of Memphis. 
The sale Tuesday boosted to 16.5 
million tons the quantity of grain 
Russia has bought from 197 5 U.S. 
crops. The administration last fall set 
a tentative limit of 17 million tons for 
sale to the Soviets from the 1975 har­ 
vests. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
says he would welcome Russia buying 
more than 17 million tons and that 
current U.S. reserves are large enough 
to absorb further sales without undue 
effect on consumer food prices.

Anticancer Drugs 
Proving Effective 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Powerful 
anticancer drugs 
used together 
significantly prolong survival of some 
patients with advanced stomach 
cancer — a fatal condition virtually 
unbeatable in the past, Georgetown 
University scientists announced today. 
The scientists said about half of 21 
advanced stomach cancer patients in a 
study responded to the treatment, with 
some of the patients so far living more 
than three times longer than with 
conventional therapy. 
“ The big thing to emphasize is that 
with gastric (stomach) cancer, there 
really haven’t been other treatment 
results indicating this prolonged 
survival,” Dr. John Macdonald said in 
an interview. 
“ This indicates there is now a 50 per 
cent chance that gastric cancer cases 
can respond to the program and for 
those who do, there could be a rela­ 
tively long survival with improved 
quality of life compared to present 
statistics,” he said. 
Macdonald and Drs. Philip S. 
Schein, Winston Ueno and Paul 
Woolley presented the results of their 
study in Toronto, Canada, at a meeting 
of the American Society of Clinical 
Oncology. 
With the best previous drug treat­ 
ment for stomach cancer, “ the 


average survival time was only five 
and one half months for 50 per cent of 
the patients,” Macdonald said. “ There 
was almost no difference between this 
and the average survival time of 
similar cases if untreated — for 50 per 
cent of those the average survival was 
34 months.” 
In the study, 10 of 21 patients 
responded to the new treatment. Two 
of the 10 died after surviving more 
than 10 months after treatment. 
The remaining eight have survived 
from five to 15 months after beginning 
therapy, with six of the patients so far 
surviving past nine months, Mac­ 
donald said. 
The therapy involves using three 
anticancer agents — adriamycin, 5- 
fluorouracil 
and 
mitomycin 
— 
together and singularly over an eight- 
week treatment cycle which is con­ 
tinually repeated, the said. 
Macdonald said the therapy should 
be even more effective against early 
stomach cancer and studies have 
begun with larger groups of patients to 
test this. 
Stomach cancer is the sixth major 
cause of cancer death in the United 
States. Thè American Cancer Society 
estimates that 14 ,4 00 persons will die of 
the disease this year and that 22,900 
new cases will be diagnosed.

Grain Sales 
To Russia 
Up Sharply

The 
Agriculture Department is trying to 
assess the current round of Soviet 
grain purchases in hopes of deter­ 
mining how much more U.S. wheat 
and corn Russia may buy this spring. 
The spate of purchases the past week 
totaled more than 4.9 million metric 
tons by Tuesday night. Officials said 
they are now attempting to figure out 
how much more Russia may buy, 
particularly grain from existing U.S. 
supplies. 
An additional sale of 625,000 tons was 
announced late Tuesday, including 
300.000 tons of com from last year’s 
crop and 200,000 tons of com and 
125.000 tons of wheat from 1976 produc­ 
tion. A metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
Although the department did not 
announce the seller, a spokesman said 
he understood it was Ixmis Dreyfus 
Corp. of New York. 
About 4.3 million tons of grain was 
sold the Soviets last week by three 
other firms: Continental Grain Co. of 
New York, Cargill Inc. of Minneapolis 
and Cook Industries of Memphis. 
The sale Tuesday boosted to 16.5 
million tons the quantity of grain 
Russia has bought from 1975 U.S. 
crops. The administration last fall set 
a tentative limit of 17 million tons for 
sale to the Soviets from the 1975 har­ 
vests. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
says he would welcome Russia buying 
more than 17 million tons and that 
current U.S. reserves are large enough 
to absorb further sales without undue 
effect on consumer food prices.

Circleville City Council 
Hears Annexation Proposal

Circleville City Council passed two 
ordinances and heard a proposal for 
land annexation at the regular meeting 
held Tuesday night. 
One ordinance 
authorized the 
director of public service to advertise 
bids and enter into contracts for the 
purchase of one new front end loader 
and one new air compressor according 
to specifications on file in the direc­ 
tor’s office. 
The second ordinance transfers $610 
from the unappropriated money of the 
federal revenue trust funds to the 
general fund and credits the city 
solicitor’s account for legal costs and 
expenses. Both votes were unanimous. 
Jay Clevenger, director of Brooks 
Yates School, and Barnhill presented a 
proposal to annex 3.66 acres of land 
adjoining the city near Pickaway 
Manor for the purpose of obtaining 
sewer connection. The school wants to 
proceed with plans to build a 7,000 
square foot workshop for adults on the 
land, which is only feasible if the city 
will provide sewer services. Mayor 


Barnhill said that this could only come 
about through annexation of the land 
according to established procedures. 
Second ward councilman John 
Jenkins announced a meeting of the 
service committee for May 12 at 7:30 
p.m. 
Mayor Frank Barnhill announced 
that “ the clean-up week is very suc­ 
cessful. People are taking advantage 
of city services.” 
He also said that the county health 
department has asked the city to start 
negotiations for the continuation of a 
contract to provide city health ser­ 
vices. The city is currently paying 
$30,000 a year for this service, Barnhill 
said.

Anticancer Drugs 
Proving Effective 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fowertul 
anticancer drugs 
used together 
significantly prolong survival of some 
patients with advanced stomach 
cancer — a fatal condition virtually 
untreatable in the past, Georgetown 
University scientists announced today. 
The scientists said about half of 21 
advanced stomach cancer patients in a 
study responded to the treatment, with 
some of the patients so far living more 
than three times longer than with 
conventional therapy. 
“ The big thing to emphasize is that 
with gastric (stomach) cancer, there 
really haven’t been other treatment 
results indicating this prolonged 
survival,” Dr. John Macdonald said in 
an interview. 
“ This indicates there is now a 50 per 
cent chance that gastric cancer cases 
can respond to the program and for 
those who do, there could be a rela­ 
tively long survival with improved 
quality of life compared to present 
statistics,” he said. 
Macdonald and Drs. Philip S. 
Schein, Winston Ueno and Paul 
Woolley presented the results of their 
study in Toronto, Canada, at a meeting 
of the American Society of Clinical 
Oncology. 
With the best previous drug treat­ 
ment for stomach cancer, “ the 


average survival time was only five 
and one half months for 50 per cent of 
the patients,” Macdonald said. “There 
was almost no difference between this 
and the average survival time of 
similar cases if untreated — for 50 per 
cent of those the average survival was 
3-4 months.” 
In the study, IO of 21 patients 
responded to the new treatment. Two 
of the IO died after surviving more 
than IO months after treatment. 
The remaining eight have survived 
from five to 15 months after beginning 
therapy, with six of the patients so far 
surviving past nine months, Mac­ 
donald said. 
The therapy involves using three 
anticancer agents — adriamycin, 5- 
fluorouracil 
and 
mitomycin 
— 
together and singularly over an eight- 
week treatment cycle which is con­ 
tinually repeated, the said. 
Macdonald said the therapy should 
be even more effective against early 
stomach cancer and studies have 
begun with larger groups of patients to 
test this. 
Stomach cancer is the sixth major 
cause of cancer death in the United 
States. Thfc American Cancer Society 
estimates that 14,400 persons will die of 
the disease this year and that 22,900 
new cases will be diagnosed.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of th e 
major goals of organized labor in 
negotiations with management th is 
y ear will be to get workers th eir 
COlJVs, or cost-of-liv ing adju stments. 
Workers insist th at life is smooth er 
with COIAs. 
Union leaders consider th is a cat­ 
ch u p y ear, following a nigh tmarish 
and, u ntil recently , rare encou nter 
with combined recession-inflation, 
du ring wh ich th e bu y ing power of 
pay ch ecks often declined, not to 
mention th e nu mber of jobs. 
Some u nion men feel su ch economic 
pecu liarities h av e sh ortch anged th e 
laboring man and woman and are 
determined to see th at it doesn’t 
h appen again, particu larly th rou gh th e 
remedy of cost-of-liv ing escalators. 
Th ey ’ll h av e plenty of opportu nity to 
ex press th eir feelings, with many 
m ajor contracts coming u p for 
renewal. In all, 4.5 million workers will 
be inv olv ed in major agreements, 
compared to 2.8 million last y ear. 
Already , th e tru cking indu stry h as 
agreed to a COI.A arrangement. One 
reason wh y ru bber workers are on 
strike is becau se of wages lost in th e 
absence of a COLA. It is in th e 
forefront of cu rrent negotiations with 
General Electric. 
It wou ld be calming to th ose wh o 
fear th e recov ery cou ld be disru pted 
by strikes if COIJV arrangements 
weren’t controv ersial, bu t th ey are, 
v ery mu ch so, and it sh ou ldn’t come as 
a sh ock if th ey are a root cau se of 
disagreements. 
Some critics maintain th at cost-of- 
liv ing clau ses are cau ses of inflation. 
Bu y er resistance, th ey claim, is th e 


best way to bring prices down, bu t if 
wages merely adju st to th ose pnces a 
major restraining force is remov ed. 
Su ch agreements, it is claimed, also 
are u sed by indu stry to ju stify price in­ 
creases, th u s feeding energy into th e 
spiral and prov iding th e ju stification 
for fu rth er wage demands. 
Labor disagrees, 
and 
it 
h as 
assembled statistical su pport for its 
stand. Say s Joh n Zalu sky , AFI/-CIO 
economist and specialist in collectiv e 
bargaining: “ Escalator clau ses are 
not an engine of inflation; th ey are th e 
caboose.” 


Su ch clau ses, th e AFL-CIO main­ 
tains, rarely recaptu re more th an 50 
per cent of lost bu y ing power, a major 
reason being th e time delay between 
price increases and wage adju stments. 
Rath er th en sweetening wages, th ey 
merely keep th em from becoming 
more sou r. 
For ex ample, Zalu sky in an article 
for th e AFI>-CIO pu blication “Th e 
Am erican Federationist” observ es 
th at a 1976 agreement migh t prov ide 
for wages to be adju sted Au g. 1 for 
price data pu blish ed Ju ly 21 for th e 
month of Ju ne. 


Some adju stm ents take mu ch 
longer; th ey are based on qu arterly 
ch anges. In addition, some COLAs 
aren’t triggered u ntil price increases 
reach a certain lev el. 
Th ou gh th ey may be imperfect, 
COIAs u ndou btedly are coming in for 
renewed u se becau se of th e painfu l 
reminders th at th e u p-down economic 
cy cle h as by no means been tamed, 
and probably won’t be in th is centu ry , 
if ev er.

It is of interest, too, that fatigue can 
be produced by loneliness, boredom, 
domestic worries and emotional 
frustration. The relationship between 
physical and emotional fatigue must 
not be overlooked. 
People who are aware of such 
fatigue after infections or surgery 
must not push themselves too hard.

Griffin, turning his back on a better 
offer from Canada, Tuesday signed a 
longterm contract with the Cincinnati 
Bengals that reportedly makes the 
two-time Heisman Trophy winner the 
highest-paid member of the National 
Football League club. 
“The dream is to play in the NFL,” 
said the 5-foot-9 tailback who has been 
hailed by Coach Woody Hayes as the 
greatest player in Ohio State’s rich 
football history. 
“I’m not a millionaire, but I’m 
happy. I’m anxious to get started. I 
didn’t want this contract thing hanging 
over my head,” said Griffin, disclosing 
that he spumed a two-year, $290,000 
contract from 
Montreal of the 
Canadian Football league. 
Griffin, one of Cincinnati’s two first 
round draft choices, signed after a 
heated negotiating session that “got 
pretty tense,” according to his broth­ 
er, Jim, who assisted in the contract 
talks. 
Mike Brown, assistant general 
manager of the Bengals, declined to 
specify the terms, but called the 
contract “a good one.” It is believed 
Griffin signed for at least three years 
at an estimated $100,000 a year. 
Quarterback Ken Anderson, the 
NFL’s first back-to-back passing 
champion in 15 years, is reportedly the 
top-paid Bengal with a salary in the 
$10U,00Q-a-year range. 
Griffin, a slippery runner who 
smashed the all-time collegiate mark 
by gaining more than 100 yards in his 
last 31 regular season games, was con­ 
sidered too small by many pro scouts. 
Five other backs were drafted ahead 
of Griffin, who was the 24th player 
taken in the first round. 
Asked about the “too small” rap, 
Griffin replied: “ I welcome the 
challenge. My high school team was 
considered too small, too and we won 
the championship two years in a row.” 
Bill Johnson, the Bengals new head 
coach who replaced veteran Paul 
Brown, said the Cincinnati staff

“The dream is to play in the NFL,’’ 
said the 5-foot-9 tailback who has been 
hailed by Coach Woody Hayes as the 
greatest player in Ohio State’s rich 
football history. 
“I’m not a millionaire, but I’m 
happy. I'm anxious to get started. I 
didn’t want this contract thing hanging 
over my head,” said Griffin, disclosing 
that he spumed a two-year, $290,000 
contract from M ontreal of the 
Canadian Football league. 
Griffin, one of Cincinnati’s two first 
round draft choices, signed after a 
heated negotiating session that "got 
pretty tense," according to his broth­ 
er, Jim, who assisted in the contract 
talks. 
Mike Brown, assistant general 
manager of the Bengals, declined to 
specify the terms, but called the 
contract "a good one.” It is believed 
Griffin signed for at least three years 
at an estimated $100,000 a year. 
Quarterback Ken Anderson, the 
NFL’s first back-to-back passing 
champion in 15 years, is reportedly the 
top-paid Bengal with a salary in the 
$100,000-a-year range. 
Griffin, a 
slippery runner who 
smashed the all-time collegiate mark 
by gaining more than IOO yards in his 
last 31 regular season games, was con­ 
sidered too small by many pro scouts.
